‘The lease would be on condition 
that the ground was kept in good shape and clear of weeds 
that it would be subject tocancellation in the evant of a 
purchaser appearing for th@land, but that the leescholder | 
would have thre first chance of buying. 

A scheme of this kind, if carried into effeet, would im 
prove the appearanee of the town, increase production, and 
bring some revenue into the town’s coffers.
